I would humbly preſent this Reply to the Opinion of theſe Two 
Learned Gentlemen, (it being cha which mainly animates Mr. Pool to 
his vigerows proceedings in this Work) That the Act of Parliament, 
mentioned in the Papers (printed om aul 
every mans propriety in that kind, from 


m) is intended to ſeeure - 
open or ſurreptitious in-

trenehment upon it, (the Proprietor . 
ſtances of the ſaid Act, as due Entry inthe Regiſter Book of the Com- 
pany of Stationers at their Hall, &c.) So that thige is nothing appears 
more evident than the Reaſon of that AR, (and the Reaſonof the Law 
is properly the Law) which is deſtroyed, if another man lay hands up- 
on my juſt and proper goods, and fo order and diſpoſe of them at his 
pleaſure, that my intereſt is not onely prejudiced, (which the ſaid Ag 
hath provided againſt) but overthrown add etinguiſhd! It's tiue, 
Mr. Pool pretends not to print Mr. Bee's Criticks either the whole, or 
any one of the Nine Volumns ;, but he would have che World under- 
ſand, That he will take care to colle# (out of them) wher ever belongs to | 
the Explication of Scripture, &c. which is the intent of the Seaven - 
firſt Volumns of the Criticks directly, of the Two laſt reductively: 
So that, if we may believe Mr. Pool, he will leave Mr. Bee the bare 
ſceleton onely, and make uſe. of the reſt himſelf ; which, how contra.
